NEW YORK. (/PI —An element 
of mystery in the 19 story death 
plunge of Dr. Raemer Rex Ren- 
shaw, 58, New York university 
chemistry professor, and his wife, 
50, from their midtown hotel 
apartment arose today. 

While Detective Tony Fater said 
it apparently was a double suicide 
the couple presumably having 
leaped hand in hand shortly before 
midnight, some neighbors told the 
police they heard enshaw shouting 
for help a few minutes before the 
bodies struck. 

Dr. Renshaw, noted in the field 
of chemical research, was fully 
dressed. His wife was unclothed. 
Police said no notes were found. 

A specialist in organic chemis¬ 
try, Dr. Renshaw had served on 
faculties of the University of Ore¬ 
gon, Wesleyan university, Iowa 
State college and Harvard medi¬ 
cal school before coming here in 
1920. His marriage to Mrs. Ren¬ 
shaw in 1931 was the second for 
each of them. 

Dr. Renshaw is survived by a 
son, Birdsey, a graduate student 
at Harvard, and a daughter, Raine, 
said to be working in a Glouces¬ 
ter, Mass., laboratory. 

Dr. Renshaw was the author of 
35 scientific papers. He former¬ 
ly was president of the New York 
section of the American Chemi¬ 
cal society.

Abating floods today gave the 
North Atlantic states time to bury 
their hurricane dead—nearly 500 
in number—and begin the sorry 
task of rehabilitating areas strick¬ 
en by the worst storm disaster to 
befall the nation in a decade. 

Authorities in the seven afflict¬ 
ed states and at Washington, D. C., 
mobilized every available resource 
of man and money. 

Most pressing of the problems 
in mopping up after Wednesday’s 
hurricane—a scimitar of wind and 
tide that cost half a billion dol¬ 
lars in property damage—was the 
housing and feeding of 12,000 dis¬ 
tressed families in New York, New 
Jersey and New England. 

Prompt emergency health mea¬ 
sures by the Red Cross and other 
relief agencies apparently had end¬ 
ed the menace of the storm’s grim¬ 
mest aftermath—epidemic disease. 

Over the flood-besieged 7-state 
sector, an army of 100,000 WPA 
workers and thousands of army

Failing by 273 votes to win a 
two-thirds majority, the proposed 
$385,000 bond issue for a new 
Santa Ana Junior college was de¬ 
feated in a spirited contest at the 
polls yesterday—but there were in¬ 
dications today that the fight 
would not be dropped. 

The "yes” vote totaled 3991 and 
the “no” vote 2103. While just 
short of the two-thirds majority 
requirement, the vote indicated 
that a large majority favors a 
bond issue to cover local financing 
of a new $700,000 junior college. 
SECOND VOTF. URGED 

Indications that another cam¬ 
paign might be started for a sec¬ 
ond bond election as soon as the 
law allows were seen when local 
backers of the new junior college 
plan announced they would favor 
holding another election as soon 
as possible. 

Said G. W. Bassett, director of 
the bond campaign: "Perhaps the 
board of education should be peti¬ 
tioned to call for another election 
while the interest in this project 
is still alive. The fact that nearly 
4000 people voted for it leads us 
to believe that efforts should not 
be dropped at this time.” 

BOARD HEAD’S VIEW 

George Wells, president of the 
board of education, said: "While 
the election failed by approxi¬ 
mately 275 votes, conditions at 
our college remain the same. Our 
board fully realizes the crowded 
condition at the college and we 
know that before long more facili¬ 
ties must be furnished. By pro¬ 
viding a suitable campus and 
necessary buildings at this time 
our community could receive the 
benefit of a 45 per cent grant, 
whereas to do this later we likely 
will have to finance the entire 
cost.” 

A total of 6394 votes were cast 
in the election yesterday, repre¬ 
senting about 33 per cent of the

Europe stood today on the brink 
of war. 

The end of peace talks between 
Reichfuehrer Hitler and British 
Prime Minister Chamberlain sig¬ 
nalled the most intensive war prep¬ 
arations since 1914. 

France called 300,000 reservist* 
to the colors—the last step befor* 


Slovak soldiers and civil servants 
from these areas by the same 
date;

Hitler was said to have refused 
to join in any guarantee of the 
new Czechoslovak frontier unless 
Hungary and Poland also joined, 
thus in effect supporting their 
claims for recovery of thdlr own 
minority areas. 

Czechoslovak quarters said the 
memorandum was being coded for 
Prague. They remarked bitterly 
that Czechoslovakia's strongest 
fortifications were located in 
areas Hitler demands. 


LONDON. (JP) — Adolf Hitler’s 
terms for peaceful settlement of 
the Central European crisis were 
stated in official Czechoslovak 
circles today to call for revision of 
Czechoslovakia’s frontiers with¬ 
out any German guarantee of the 
new borders unless Hungary and 
Poland also became guarantors. 

This was interpreted by observ¬ 
ers as strongly implying Hitler’s 
support for the demands of Poland 
and Hungary for return of their 
minorities in Czechoslovakia. 

They said additional terms 
were: 

1. German occupation before 
Oct. 1 of ail Sudeten areas where 
more than 75 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation is German; 

2. Evacuation of all Czecho- 


PADUA, Italy. (/P )—Premier 
Mussolini called on Italians today 
to be ready for war. 

II Duce indicated the question of 
war or peace in Europe might be 
decided in the next six days. 

“I know all of you are ready for 
any eventuality,” he shouted in a 
speech before 300,000 Fascist 
blackshirts. 

When his legions roared back 
their approval, Mussolini conclud¬ 
ed, “This reply of yours, this 
oceanic cry, has been heard at 
this moment by the world.” 
DEMOCRACIES HIT 

It would be a “very grave er¬ 
ror,” he said, if the “patient atti¬ 
tude of Germany should be inter¬ 
preted falsely,” indicating Hitler 
could not be expected to take 
fright. 

“We know the Democratic re¬ 
gimes fear responsibility because 
each is trying to unload it on the 
opposition party or on his neigh¬ 
bor,” the Italian Duce declared. 

"In the so-called totalitarian re¬ 
gime this shifting of responsibil¬ 
ity is impossible The problem now 
placed before the consciences of 
the peoples must be settled in in¬ 
tegral and definitive matter. 

“There is time for this solution,” 
Mussolini continued, "and if the 
conflict must nevertheless break 
out there is a possibility of local¬ 
izing it. 

SOUNDS W ARNING

BASIS OR PEACE 

Czechoslovakia mobilized an 
army estimated at 1,500,000 men 
against the danger of German in¬ 
vasion. 

Chamberlain flew home to Lon¬ 
don from Godesberg after a final, 
fateful talk with Hitler. 

He had agreed to place a Ger¬ 
man memorandum before the 
Czechoslovak government. It waa 
semi-officially reported that the 
memorandum, whose nature was 
kept secret, already had been re¬ 
layed. 

A man who saw a copy of it said 
in Berlin it was most conciliatory 
in tone and gave a basis for a 
peaceful solution. 

This informant said the Fuehrer 
in no way included Polish and 
Hungarian demands on Czechoslo¬ 
vakia and, in fact, such demands 
were not discussed at the Godes¬ 
berg meeting. 

HITLER DEMANDS LESS 

The demands, particularly the 
Polish, had been feared to be a 
stumbling block to a peaceful set¬ 
tlement. Soviet Russia had warned 
Poland against any invasion of 
Czechoslovakia. 

The Berlin informant said Hit¬ 
ler's demands were even less than 
those made at the first conference 
between Hitler and Chamberlain 
[ Sept. 15 at Berchtesgaden. He 
said they envisaged eight days for 
the peaceful handing over the Su¬ 
deten territory to Germany. 
Czechoslovakia already had cap¬ 
itulated to British-French pres¬ 
sure to submit as the price of Eu¬ 
rope's peace. 

LAST OFFER 

But it was said positively to 
be Hitler’s last offer. If the 
Czechs agree, it was said, peace

The German and Hunga¬ 
rian Czechoslovak borders also 
were closed, leaving the Ruma- 
nian-Czechoslovak border the only 
open frontier.

LONDON. (/P )— Czechoslovakia 
was cut off from telephone and 
cable communication today. 

FRENCH END STRIKE 

PARIS. (/Pi — Striking building 
workers in the Paris region volun¬ 
tarily put an end to their strike 
today and rallied to the support

BELLUNO, Italy. (JP )—Premier 
Mussolini roused a Fascist crowd 
to a roar of excitement today with 
a double barreled attack on the 
League of Nations and Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. 

II Duce spoke here after telling 
300,000 cheering blackshirts at 
Padua that Reichsfuehrer Hitler 
had sent a request to Czechoslo¬ 
vakia to accept his terms by Oct. 
1 and that Italy must be ready for 
any eventualities. 

His mention of Geneva and Pres¬ 
ident Eduard Benes of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia evoked boos and catcalls 
that lasted almost four minutes. 

The Premier, bellowing to make 
himself heard above the roar, de¬ 
clared, "Our adversaries across the 
Alps are too stupid to fight." He 
said they were at least a quarter 
of a century behind the times.” 

"During this time,” he shouted,” 
"Italy has tempered herself in the 
fire of four wars. For this reason 
we will conquer also in the future." 


WASHINGTON. UP)- President 
Roosevelt, suffering from a head 
cold, was said to be “much better” 
today.

House secretary, told this to news¬ 
men, adding, however, that Mr.

PRAGUE. i/P) Czechoslovakia 
mobilized Itself and an army es¬ 
timated at 1,500,000 today against 
the danger of German invasion. 

Fears, excitement and war prep¬ 
arations gripped the 20-year-old 
republic as she made ready for 
defense "with every means at her 
disposal.” 

Six hours were given to bring 
the normal standing army of 180,- 
000 to nearly 10 times that fig¬ 
ure. 

First line reserves and some 
second line reserves rushed to the 
colors. Military trucks rumbled, 
seemingly endlessly, through the 
crooked streets of this ancient 
capital. 

All trains were reserved for the 
assembling soldiers. Excited en¬ 
thusiasm burst forth as the na¬ 
tion sprang to arms upon an- 
nounsement of the mobilization or¬ 
der. President Eduard Bones or¬ 
dered the preparations after Jan 
Syrovy, premier, army Inspector- 
general and national hero, told his 
ministers, "the time has come for 
this republic to defend herself." 

The nation was electrified by 
this announcement, broadcast aft¬ 
er the Czech anthem was played: 

"The most Important and de- 
clsite moment has arrived. 

"Success depends on all of you. 
Expend all your powers and your

Warren Marr, most colorful 
confidence man to operate in Or¬ 
ange county for years, was on his 
way today to join a confederate 
in San Quentin penitentiary. 

Sentenced to prison Sept 16 
after he pleaded guilty to three 
felony counts before Superior 
Judge G. K. Scovel, Marr was 
whisked quietly away from the 
county jail last night, The Journal 
learned. 

Pale and thin, the once-dapper 
"stock operator" will arrive at the 
penitentiary more than two years 
after A. E. Acree, named with 
Marr In a grand Jury Indictment 
in 1935, began serving a similar 
term 

Marr may not live to serve the 
•even years he must spend in pris¬ 
on before he Is eligible for parole. 
Suffering from stomach ulcers, 
the prisoner has been In a serious 
condition for several weeks, and 
has been ill almost continually 
since he was returned from In¬ 
diana state penitentiary 2 months 
ago following a nationwide search, 
arrest, escape and imprisonment in 
Indiana on similar fraud charges. 

The 37-year-old confidence man 
pleaded guilty last week to three 
felony counts, including two 
counts of violating the state cor¬ 
porate securities act and one count 
of escaping from a deputy sher¬ 
iff In Pasadena In 1936, while he 
was awaiting trial here on the In¬ 
dictment. Before Marr escaped, 
he had been extradited from 
Michigan after a brisk court 
fight In which he attempted to 
escape being brought here for trial. 

He and Acree admitted bilking 
several Orange county widows out 
of life savings by taking from 
them gilt-edge securities In ex¬ 
change for a Marr-organlzed "In¬ 
surance company."

Railroad to Beach 

High speed automobiles flash 
along concrete highways. Many 
are filled with holiday pleasure 
seekers looking for a day of re¬ 
laxation at the beach. They leave 
their homes, and in a few minutes 
are basking under the sun. 


Going to the beach has long 
been a favorite diversion for resi¬ 
dents of Santa Ana and Orange 
county. It's a simple problem to 
whip down to the beach in a car 
today, but in the old days it was 
a different story. 

• * • 

Even when they didn’t have 
automobiles, people still liked to 
go to the beach. But their only 
transportation was by horse or on 
foot—until the early 1890's when 
the Santa Ana-Newport Beach 
railroad was built by the McFad- 
den brothers. 

• • • 

That railroad—last spur of 
which will soon be removed—was 
a boon to beach goers. Making the 
train trip to Newport was really 
an exciting event in those days, 
especially on some holidays such 
as the Fourth of July.

Big difficulty, though, was the 
lack of space. So special flatcars 
with wooden planks as benches 
were called out. And often times 
every sort of train car was 
pressed into service. Result: 
People were packed into cattle 
cars, with standing room only. 
There wasn't enough room to sit 
down.

The "cottontail" engine would 
chug desperately on the long 
slopes on the return trip, and per¬ 
haps some energetic youngster 
would jump off and run alongside 
until it picked up speed again. 

* * • 

The conductor was even known 
to step off and run up to the next 
car to take tickets. 

* * * 

Those old days are still vivid 
in the mind of Joseph Thompson, 
of West Washington avenue, who 
spent nearly three years as a 
youth serving as brakeman on the 
Santa Ana-Newport railroad. 

• » • 

His job as brakeman was hard, 
sometimes exciting. There was 
lots of switching to do at both 
ends of the line, coaches had to 
be kept clean, equipment had to 
be kept in working order (no 
small task). One brakeman and 
one conductor used to handle the 
job. 

• * • 

The railroad was laid by the 
McFadden brothers, James and 
Robert, along about 1892, Thomp¬ 
son recalls. They also had their 
own wharf at Newport and their 
own steamboat. They used the 
boat to ship lumber and merchan¬ 
dise from San Francisco, unload¬ 
ing it at their wharf. The freight 
was moved from Newport to 
Santa Ana over the railroad. 

• • * 

The transportation hook - up 
provided not only lumber for the 
McFaddens’ lumber yard in Santa 
Ana, but also groceries and sup¬ 
plies for Santa Ana merchants, 
Thompson recollects. The short 
line also connected with the Santa 
Fe railroad which shipped freight 
from San Francisco farther in¬ 
land. 

• * * 

Besides carrying lumber and 
other freight, the road also car¬ 
ried passengers to and from the 
beach. Passengers got on at Santa 
Ana on Second street between 
Spurgeon and Bush. (That old 
spur of track will soon be re¬ 
moved by the Southern Pacific 
railway) 

* * • 

The old railroad lead southward 
near the present site of the sugar 
factory, turned and followed near 
what is now Newport road. The 
track crossed to Newport over a 
rickety, wooden bridge located 
where the overhead pass now 
stands, Thompson says. 

• * » 

It was the grade from Newport 
to what is now Costa Mesa that 
was adjudged too weak to hold the 
especially when loaded to the gun¬ 
wales with passengers or freight. 
• * • 

Thompson said that for awhile 
the freight cars were pushed out 
on the wharf to be loaded direct¬ 
ly from the boat. But the wharf 
was adjudged to weak to hold the 
locomotive. So the engine switched 
to the rear of the car, gave it a 
running start, cut loose, and the 
car sailed out onto the wharf by 
itself. 

• • • 

It was Thompson’s job to sit 

atop the freight car and apply 

the brake. He says it always ap¬ 
peared to spectators that the 
freight car was sailing out to the 
briny deep for sure, but it always 
slowed down. 

• • • 

The train made a varying num¬ 
ber of trips per day, depending 
upon the season. In winter, it 

would leave Santa Ana about 10 
a. m., leaving Newport on the re¬ 
turn lap at about 3 p. m. In the 
summertime, though, the train 
often made as many as five or six 
trips a day. 

• • • 

It took about half an hour to 
go one way, Thompson recalls, 
provided the load wasn’t too 
heavy. 

• * • 

There was no train on Sunday. 
Anyone who wanted to go to the 
beach on that day had to go Sat¬ 
urday and return Monday morn¬ 
ing, or find himself some other 
method of transportation.

Juan Palacio, Santa Ana labor¬ 
er convicted this week of an at¬ 
tempted statuto-y "ense against 
a 12-year-old girl, was tempor¬ 
arily freed today from an im¬ 
pending trip to San Quentin pris¬ 
on. 

Superior Judge H. G. Ames 
granted a motion for new trial 
yesterday afternoon, with the re¬ 
sult that Deputy Dist. Atty. War¬ 
ren Schutz must prosecute Pala¬ 
cio again or dismiss the case, its 
evidence labeled insufficient by the 
court. 

A jury had deliberated less than 
half an hour tr'ore finding Pala¬ 
cio guilty. Yesterday afternoon 
was the time set or pronounce¬ 
ment of judgment. Defense Atty. 
James L. Davis made an appli¬ 
cation for probation on his client’s 
behalf. 

‘‘Is that the only motion you 
wish to make?” asked the court. 

Davis then made a motion for 
new trial, which was granted. 
Judge Ames said parts of the girl’s 
testimony were "incredible,” and 
said that evidence of medical ex¬ 
aminations of the child was in¬ 
competent because the examina¬ 
tions were made not immediately 
after the date of the alleged of¬ 
fense last March, but some four 
months later.

Section 27. The administrator 
shall appoint four assistant admin¬ 
istrators who shall each receive an 
annual salary of not less than 
seven thousand two hundred eighty 
dollars, to be paid weekly in equal 
installments, and to be paid in 
warrants. 

Section 28. The administrator 
shall employ and fix the compen¬ 
sation of such other assistants, 
branch office managers, clerks and 
deputies as may be needed to dis¬ 
charge in proper manner the duties 
imposed upon him by law, includ¬ 
ing stenographic reporters to take 
and transcribe the testimony in any 
formal hearing or investigation be¬ 
fore the administrator or author¬ 
ized by him; and all such employes 
shall be paid at rates prescribed by 
the state personnel board for sim¬ 
ilar work, and they shall be paid 
with warrants. The compensation 
paid to the administrator, the as¬ 
sistant administrators and to other 
persons employed by the adminis¬ 
trator shall be adjusted quarterly 
to prevailing price levels in the 
same manner that retirement life 
payments are adjusted up or down 
as provided by Section 8, but such 
compensation shall at no time be 
less than the minimum rates pre¬ 
scribed by Sections 26, 27 and 28 
hereof. Such assistant adminis¬ 
trators, assistants, branch office 
managers, clerks, deputies and 
stenographers shall perform such 
duties as the administrator shall 
assign to them. Each assistant ad¬ 
ministrator, assistant branch of¬ 
fice manager, deputy and stenog¬ 
rapher shall within fifteen days 
after his appointment, take and 
subscribe to the constitutional oath 


of office, and file the same in the 
office of the secretary of state. 

Section 29. The attorney general 
shall render legal opinions to the 
administrator upon all questions of 
law relating to the construction or 
interpretation of this article or any 
other act or law under his juris¬ 
diction, or arising in the adminis¬ 
tration thereof, that may be sub¬ 
mitted to him by the administra¬ 
tor, and shr’’ ~ct as the attorney 
for the adm ’’tor in all actions 
and proceedn.^j brought by or 
against him under or pursuant to 
any of the provisions of this article 
or any other act under his jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

Section 30. Until sufficient funds 
are available from the sale of war¬ 
rant redemption stamps to pay the 
operating expenses, costs of print¬ 
ing compensation warrants, war¬ 
rant redemption stamps, advertis¬ 
ing as hereinafter provided by Sec¬ 
tion 33 and all other costs of the 
administration of this article, said 
expenses shall be paid out of the 
general fund of the state treasury 
upon a warrant of the controller 
when requested by the administra¬ 
tor, provided that said expenses 
shall not exceed the sum of $700,- 
000.00. Such sums thus advanced 
shall be repaid to the state treas¬ 
ury out of the excess proceeds re¬ 
sulting from the sale of warrant 
redemption stamps and not re¬ 
quired for the printing of warrants 
and stamps for administration ex¬ 
penses or for warrant redemption 
payments. Such repayments shall 
be made as rapidly as such excess 
funds are available for this pur¬ 
pose.

I 
won the first set, 6-0, and was 
so flabbergasted I lost the next 
four games and then pulled my¬ 
self together and won the next 
six. It was definitely my biggest 
thrill.

International tennis stars re¬ 
ceive a great deal of publicity.

THEFT OF A MONUMENT . . . 

Strange as it seems, the Wash¬ 
ington monument, 558-foot stone 
needle In Washington, D. C., was 
once actually stolen—and held for 
four years! 

Forty-four years after George 
Washington died, the Washington 
National Monument association 


was formed to erect a memorial 
to the first President of the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Another three years saw the 
completion of the first design for 
the monument—a strange combi¬ 
nation of Greek, Egyptian and 
Babylonian architecture. Thirty- 
one years passed; the monument 


was up 174 feet. Authorities de¬ 
cided to change the design to its 
present shape. 

Things proceeded irregularly with 
the work until the night of Feb. 
21, 1855, when a band of political 
"Know-Nothings” broke into the 
offices of the Monument associa¬ 
tion and stole all the records.

A rush to buy grains, started by a 
big jump in wheat at Liverpool, also 
subsided after the Chicago grain pit 
had marked up prices for wheat fu¬ 
tures for gains or nearly four cents at 
the opening. 

Fear the increased mobilization of 
war forces in Europe spelled an im¬ 
mediate outbreak of large scale hostili¬ 
ties also lessened in other markets as 
the selling in stocks faded.

Still An Unsolved Problem 

Yesterday s defeat of the junior college proposition 
decided nothing, merely left us where we were before 
the vote. 

The fact remains: our boys and girls are going to the 
most primitive junior college in the state and something 
will have to be done about it sooner or later. 

While R. C. Hoiles may claim victory in the college’s 
defeat, the vast majority will not agree that education 
beyond the sixth grade at public expense is detrimental 
or that children of the rich should be educated and the 
rest put to work as soon as they have learned readin’, 
’ritin’ and ’rithmetic. 

Anyway, we’ll give Mr. Hoiles full credit for defeat¬ 
ing the college, but it’s an accomplishment of which we, 
personally, would not care to boast. 

The college received a decisive majority, but nar¬ 
rowly missed the two-thirds required to authorize bonds. 
If about 140 of the “no” votes had been cast for the 
proposition instead, it would have passed. 

Approximately 4000 votes were cast in favor of the 
college despite the Hoiles smokescreen of side issues that 
had nothing to do with the proposition of erecting a col¬ 
lege. 

As it looks to us, the fight for a junior college has 
just started. There’s really ground for encouragement in 
yesterday’s vote. 

Let us renew our determination to build a college 
worthy of our boys and girls and in keeping with the 
size and wealth of our community.

“See How They Run’ 

One of the most unusual experiments in government 
was started at the federal theater in Seattle last night. 

There the WFA—presumably a government agency— 
is offering a play which puts approval on sitdown strikes 
by depicting the sitdown strikers as off-stage victims of 
the bosses by showing how successful the imaginary sit- 
down strike in the play was, and by telling of all the 
fun of a sitdown, with afternoon teas, parties and sport 
in the seised factory. 

The play is “See How They Run,” by Dr. George M. 
Savage, jr., a professor at the University of Washington. 

The main theme of the play—that of intellectual free¬ 
dom for educators — will receive general approval, of 
course. 

And, if the play were privately produced, there could 
be little objection to its friendliness toward sitdown strikes 
in its secondary theme. 

But even organizations which tried it out last year 
now are backing away from the “sitdown” as being dan¬ 
gerously dose to Communism in its unconstitutional and 
unlawful seizure of property. That it should become the 
theme of a play at this late date is surprising. 

That the WPA, a government agency, should sponsor 
a show which has a theme striking at the very govern¬ 
ment which sponsors it is still more surprising.

The 
Pope has been the most outspoken 
j opponent of Mussolini’s imitative 
j anti-Semitism, and there can be no 
j question that, in putting his finger 
j on the truth, he tweaked the Duce’s 
persona] vanity. 

Held In Contempt 

Up to a few years ago Hitler was 
the imitator, and the Duce gloried 
in his role of originator. He was 
not even courteous when Hitler, 

! still wearing his greasy, slept-in 
I raincoat, made his first visit to 
| Italy to study the original model at 
close range. The Duce even then 
' had begun to adorn himself with 
i tassels, golden ropes and other 
j trappings which, in his imagina- 
I tion, seemed imperial, and looked 
| upon the mildewed Fuehrer with 
^ the contempt of a Hollywood star 
' for a hungry extra. Hitler was 
just setting up in business and 
feeling his way at the time and 
frankly went to Mussolini to take 
lessons from one whom he thus 
acknowledged a master. Red-eyed, 
sallow and grubby and wearing a 
mustache invented by a Jewish 
comedian with purely comic intent, 
Hitler was to Mussolini as a barn¬ 
yard chicken to a bird of paradise, 
and anyway, the Duce disliked him 
personally. 

Only three years ago, during 
Mussolini’s visit to the Potemkin 
village of Pontinia, on the Mediter¬ 
ranean, an official of his foreign 
office, in charge of the ballyhoo di¬ 
vision, informed the foreign press 
—in a little saloon, by the way— 
i that the Duce looked upon Hitler 
I with the natural contempt of a 
genius for a plagiarist. Moreover, 
the lusty Duce, with his well- 
known inclination to the boudoir 
and haystack, regarded the celi¬ 
bate Hitler, with his notorious af¬ 
finity for sexual queeries, such as 
the late Captain Roehm, as a per¬ 
son not quite manly. 

Refuse Goosestep 

Gradually—but irresistibly since 
then — Hitler has overtaken and 
passed the Duce, and Mussolini has 
seen himself, his regime and Italy 
fall into the status of inferior part¬ 
ner in the axis. Hitler pirated the 
I Duce’s original plan but embel- 
I lished it with the appeal of racial 
' divinity, which he found in a mu- 
i seum of German political antiques, 
j and acquired such power that Mus¬ 
solini had to admit to himself that 
the crummy eccentric had some¬ 
thing, after all. 

The Duce’s trip to Munich seems 
to have been the point of his un¬ 
doing. Bedight now in a fine un¬ 
iform and surrounded by soldiers 
even more gaudy than the Duce’s 
own lion tamers, Hitler tooled him 
along dream streets of banners, 
bayonets and—not to fumble for 
a descriptive word—baloney, and 
sent him home blinking. 

In the interval, awaiting Hitler’s 
return visit, Mussolini drilled a 
company of his own troops in the 
goosestep, and nothing has been 
more deadly to Italian pride and 
the leader’s prestige than this act 
of oblation. Either his soldiers 
couldn’t learn the goosestep or 
their spirit rebelled, for they strode 
like so many girls of the junior 
league imitating the faultless flu¬ 
ency of the incomparable Rock- 
ettes. They floundered shocking¬ 
ly, and, although Mussolini at¬ 
tempted to salve his people by call¬ 
ing this act of tribute the Roman 
step, or Pago Romano, they would 
not have it by any name, and 
nothing has been heard of it since.

WASHINGTON — Ambassador 
Joe Kennedy is one of the few dip¬ 
lomats who has been at the right 
hand of Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain throughout the Czech-nazi 
crisis. His reports, sent in great 
detail direct to the president, have 
been one reason for Roosevelt’s 
hurried return to Washington. 

The tone of Kennedy’s reports 
left no doubt that, in his opinion, 
Europe had little chance to escape 
war. Kennedy was particularly 
graphic in reporting the mountain- 
top conversation between Cham¬ 
berlain and Adolf Hitler. 

Highlight of this conference was 
Chamberlain's plea that war would 
jeopardize all that was fine in pres¬ 
ent-day civilization, that it would 
be so terrible that civilian popula¬ 
tions would throw off their gov¬ 
ernment, giving reign to utter cha¬ 
os. 

Hitler’s reply was something like 
this; 

“Perhaps your government will 
be overthrown, but not ours. We’ve 
changed our social order. You are 
still struggling to preserve capi¬ 
talism, but both Mussolini and I 
have already brought about our 
revolutions. Your revolution is 
yet to come. And that is why you 
have to give in to us now.” 

This was the remark which 
caused Chamberlain to leave with¬ 
out taking dinner with Hitler as 
originally intended. 

Class Warfare 

There is a lot more Cham¬ 
berlain’s fears of governmental 
chaos in case of war than is 
generally realized on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

Airplane bombing has been so 
perfected that war would bring 
Europe’s finest cities the same 
stark ruin which has struck 
Madrid and Barcelona. It is 
doubtful whether civilian pop¬ 
ulations would tolerate any gov¬ 
ernment save the most ruth- 
! less dictatorships. Communisin 
1 or fascism would blossom over¬ 
night. General European war 
probably would mean the end of 
democracy—also of capitalism. 

Knowledge of this is one rea¬ 
son behind the British cabinet's 
effort to remain aloof from 
Czechoslovakia, let her go it 
alone if she continues to re¬ 
buff Germany. 

Note: Insight into Chamber¬ 
lain’s present reasoning may be 
gathered from a remark he 
made to i colleague some time 
ago who was urging him to 
oppose Franco in Spain. 

“But don’t you see?” Cham¬ 
berlain is quoted as saying, 
“Franco is fighting for OUR 
class. If he loses, we shall have 
labor governments everywhere.” 

Czech’s Choice 

What the Czechs are now up 
against as a result of the French 
and British cavein is briefly 
this: Either to go down fighting 
tha nazis, or be swallowed by 
them alive. . 

To surrender the Sudeten ar¬ 
ea sounds relatively simple, but 
In fact it means the permanent 
nazi yoke around the whole 
of Czechoslovakia for the fol¬ 
lowing reasons: 

1. Once nazi troops have a 
stronghold inside the mountain 
slopes of Czechoslovakia, they 
can advance into the rest of the 
country at any time. In other 
words, the natural bajrier of 
the Sudeten mountains is re¬ 
moved. 

2. The raw materials of Czech¬ 
oslovakia — iron, wood and 
quartz, most of them in the Su¬ 
deten area—will be under the 
control of Germany. Thus, with- 


| out any armed advance,the nazis i 
1 can put the economic screws on • 
the Czechs at any time. The j 
j country will be like Austria— | 
an economic monstrosity impos- j 
sible of survival without Ger¬ 
man support. 

3. The Russian alliance, which | 
the French and British now ask j 
the Czechs to surrender, is con- . 
Crete and can be counted upon. | 
; The Franco-British alliance, of- , 
] fered in its place, is about as ' 
dependable as the present about- 1 
face executed by these two [ 
countriese. 

Sewage Disposal

Secretary Ickes if he would ac¬ 
cept an invitation to speak in 
a nearby city in favor of a 
sewage disposal plant advocat¬ 
ed there. Grinning mischievous¬ 
ly, Ickes replied: 

“No, I've decided not to talk. 

| You see, it might be construed 
as ‘interference’ in local affairs, 
i And I believe that states and 
I municipalities ought to have the 
! untrammeled right to dispose of 
their sewage as they see fit.” 


AMOS PINCHOT'S LETTER 

(Continued from Friday) 

To the Editor: Every school 
boy knows that in 1936, Roose¬ 
velt received a larger vote, had 
a greater plurality, and carried 
more states than any other can¬ 
didate for president; yet by jug¬ 
glery of figures and thimble-rig- 
gery of words, Mr. Pinchot at¬ 
tempts to show that the presi¬ 
dent’s vote was really not as large 
as that of Harding or Coolidge. 

Continuing Mr. Pinchot says: 
“Every man who loses his job 
and goes on relief is a sure-fire 
New Deal voter.” 

The July, 1938, issue of For¬ 
tune magazine, which Mr. Pin¬ 
chot, a man of wealth and leis¬ 
ure, probably has in his library, 
shows, as results of its survey: 
that 75.7 per cent of the em¬ 
ployed favor the New Deal, but 
only 66.9 per cent of those on re¬ 
lief. 

Mr. Pinchot declares: "America 
went down into the great depres¬ 
sion while Mr. Hoover was in the 
White House. But the collapse was 
not local—it was world wide . . . 
America has stayed down . . . 
except for the dictatorships, the 
rest of rhe world has regained 
its feet.” 

The statement contains three 
distinct errors: 

1. The United States was go¬ 
ing into the depression before 1929. 
A - riculture was prostrate. Near¬ 
ly 5000 banks had failed. In 
1928, unpaid liabilities in bank¬ 
ruptcies totaled $740,000,000. a 
then all-time high. That year, La¬ 
bor Bureau, Inc., reported more 
than 4,000,000 unemployed. Sen¬ 
ator Wagner of New York, as¬ 
serted there were 5,000,000. While 
the panic did not reach its climax 
until 1929—despite the incompe¬ 
tence of Coolidge and the perfidy 
of Mellon—yet it is obvious that 
it would have occurred earlier, 
but for extraordinary inventions, 
resulting in the expansion of the 
automobile industry, the develop¬ 
ment of electrical appliances, and 
the rise of the radio industry. 

2. The panic was not world¬ 
wide. In Europe, agriculture was 
not depressed. It was encouraged, 
farming areas increased and fair 
prices maintained - while here, 
President Coolidge vetoed the 
McNary-Haugen bill. In 1932 
when our farmers were getting 
25 cents per bushel for wheat, 
in France the price was fixed 
by law at $1. Bank failures in 
Europe were negligible. Prior to 
1929 when employment was de¬ 
clining in the United States, it 
was rising in Europe. 

3. Instead of recovery lagging 
under dictatorships, strangely it 
has been greater there, probably 
due partly to expansion of war 
industries. In Germany, under 
Hitler, a supreme ruler, industrial 
production has increased most of 
all.

Docs your mind play tricks on 
you? Do you have strange fears or 
worries that have set you to won¬ 
dering whether your mind was all 
| right? 

If so, you will be glad to know 
I that many another person feels the 
j same way. 

I In an article in Hygeia, Dr. Ste¬ 
phen Habbe, director of the WPA 
Adult Guidance Service of New 
Haven, Conn., tells how normal it | 
is to have some little quirks of j 
mind—some abnormality. 

We take for granted the many 
little physical abnormalities that 
all must suffer. We think nothing 
of toothaches or colds, or being tall 
or thin, or wearing glasses. 

Perhaps we worry about our 
mental peculiarities mainly be¬ 
cause we can’t see into our neigh¬ 
bors’ minds. The physician who 
treats sick minds can tell you that 
such oddities are common. 

The feeling of inferiority is 
called by Dr. Habbe a favorite 
mental torture. But if some of our 
friends are better looking or can 
think faster than we can, it is also 
true that we are better in these re¬ 
spects than some of our other 
friends. And, fortunately, every¬ 
body tends to run with a crowd 
that is just about his own speed. 

Mood swings are another exper¬ 
ience shared by all. Dr. Habbe ad¬ 
vises that you avoid making im¬ 
portant decisions when you are ei¬ 
ther far up or down, and think of 
your problems with a long-time 
view. 

People fear the oddest things. If 
you are afraid of snakes, or of 
canned goods, or grasshoppers, or 
bicycles, you are just one of a 
number of your fellow men. Many 
are unable to trace the origin of 
their fears. 

Some fears, Dr. Habbe emphasiz¬ 
es, you would not want to be rid 
of it if you could. Fears of taxi¬ 
cabs and unsteady ladders are Very 
useful to those who would remain 
alive. • 

Many other normal abnormali¬ 
ties are listed for your reassurance 
by Dr. Habbe. They include: sleep 
disturbances, suicidal impulses, 
feeling of impending insanity and 
religious perplexities and even sex 
“perversions.”

In reference to the self-evident 
fact that modern “labor saving 
machinery” causes unemployment, 
Mr. Pinchot states: “The Presi¬ 
dent himself has succumbed to 
this ancient and exploded fal¬ 
lacy.”

A mammoth steam shovel with 
a capacity of 20 cubic yards, op¬ 
erated by three crews of four men 
each, in 24 hours performs the 
work of 1500 men in a day. 
North Dakota is an agricultural 
state. It has no industries, by 
reason of lack of raw materials; 
yet one-fourth of its population 
is on relief, while its agricultural 
production is maintained. One 
man with a tractor plows three 
furrows where a man and team 
formerly employed one. A similar 
displacement exists in harvesting 
and threshing. Electric power 
turns cream separators, churn*, 
corn shelters, saws, washing ma¬ 
chines, etc., formerly operated by 
hand.

Charts published in the Liter¬ 
ary Digest in 1928 showed that In 
agriculture and industry, in 1923 
to 1928, while the production 
curve was ascending, the employ¬ 
ment curve was descending. 

Evidently conservatives now 
propose to handle unemployment, 
resulting from the use of labor- 
saving machinery, by the same 
formula with which they once 
sought to cure the depression: 
first, by ignoring it; and then, by 
denying its existence.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. — (By Sci¬ 
ence Service) — A glowing mas* 
of hydrogen and oxygen gases, hi¬ 
therto undiscovered, envelops large 
portions of the Milky Way, Drs. 
Otto Struve and C. T. Elvey of the 
University of Chicago’s Yerkes ob¬ 
servatory reported to the American 
Astronomical society here. 

These luminous nebulosities, in 
the constellations of Cygnus and 
Cepheus, are too faint to be re¬ 
corded on direct photographs. They 
were found with the new 150-foot 
nebular spectograph of the M«- 
Donald observatory of the Univer¬ 
sity of Texas in the Davis moun¬ 
tains. Their existence could only 
be proved by means of spectro¬ 
grams photographically sensitive 
to the light of the parts of the 
spectrum known as the hydrogen 
line alpha and the forbidden oxy¬ 
gen line 3727. 

To an astronomer who could ob¬ 
serve our vast Milky Way galaxy 
from some object far outside it, 
the spectrum of our galaxy as a 
whole would have an appearance 
different than astronomers sup¬ 
posed it would before the discovery 
by Drs. Struve and Elvey. It would 
reveal “a fairly strong emission 
spectrum superimposed over the 
integrated spectrum of all the 
stars." 
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
